200 Lives 





Violence accempanying 
the New Year's holiday 
celebration took close to 
200 lives in tee United 
States, a United Press 
compilation of fatalities 
showed Tuesday. 

Half of the violent deaths 
over the week end were at- 
tributed to the automobile. 
Gunplay, breaking out in 
scattered instances, took 
more than a score of lives. 

Some were victims of 
bandits. Others died in 
brawls and shootings for 
revenge. 

The contrast of the hap- 
py New Year’s celebrations 
and their own plight was 
too bitter for a good num- 
ber of citizens. They took 
their lives by their own 
hand. 

Poison liquor took 10 
victims. Fires killed five. 
Two died in Pennsylvania 
of freezing. An explosion 
took a victim in Texas. 
Thirteen victims in that 
state resulted from homi- 
cide or suicide. 

Texas had the heaviest 
violent death toll with 24, 
Michigan was second with 
21. Chicago had the most 
motor fatalities with 10, 
followed by Texas with 8, 
Michigan 7, New York 
City, 7, and California 7.

W. R. Fletcher, Penning- 
ton Gap, has worked out a 
splendid substitute for a 


-|gate. It isa plan that re- 


lieves the need of a gate 
for driveway. He made a 
kind of cattle guard pit for 
the driveway and placed 
over the pit discarded 
boiler flue pipe which are 
about 3 in.in dtameter. 
These were placed about 
eight in. from centers whicb 
allows a space of some six 
in. between. The pit is 
similar to that of a railway 
pit. No stock ever at- 
tempts to cross this pit. 
The piping furnishes’ a 
solid and comfortable drive 
surface for the car. No 
opening nor shutting 
burdens. Mr. Fletcher 
thinks that farmers could 
arrange the same kind of 
pit and cover the top with 
locust poles 3 1-2 in. diam- 
eter and serve the same 
purpose as the flue pipe.

They come from eggs ex- 
pelled from the hog on the 
ground. One veterinarian 
lately estimated the num- 
ber of eggs from one of 
these hog worms and he 
found 17 million in the belly 
of one worm. If the shoat 
has 25 worms, it will expell 
425 million eggs on the hog 
lot, which eggs live two or 
three years in the ground. 
When the next litter of pigs 
come alogg and nurse the 
sow motlier, they get the 
eggs off the teat, and also 
from the ground as soon as 
they begin to crack corn. 
These eggs soon hatch in} 
pig and make him rough 
haired, pot belleyed and 
stop growing. 

The agent has some 
bunches of calves on worm 
treatment inthe county. 
The worm that gives calves 
the most trouble is the; 
twisted stomach worm and 
is found in the fourth stom- 
ach Itisthesame worm 
that is found insheep. All 
sheep owners now treat 
their flock for these worms. 
The remedy is, for calves, 
copper sulphate 1 per cent 
solution given in doses from 
4to8ounces The worms 
develop or propigate on 
pastures, but the calves 
may come to the feed lot

visor of Sales, reads as fol- 
lows:— » 

Sales for the closing day, 
81,724 pounds. | Average 
$1331. For the season, 
7,071,364 pounds. Average 
for the whole $1468. 
Money for the whole $1,- 
037,831.53. 

Biggest day in poundage 
during the season, Jan. 5th 
422,104 Ibs. sold that day. 
Largest week in poundage 
was the week ending fiscal- 
ly Jan. 6th with 1,945,722 
pounds sold that week. 

Highest day’s average of 
the season was on Jap. 
10th of $17.00 per hundred 
pounds. Highest weeks 
average was the week end- 
ing Jan. 18th, which was 
$16.17. 

The Warehouse of Ab- 
ingdon are justly proud of 
their seasons average of 
$14.68, for it shows a gain 
of 66.9 percent over last 
Seasons average and slight- 
ly over 70 percent highé 
than the combined average 
last season of all the 43 
Burley Markets of the 
world.

During the epidemic of 
forest fires which occured 
in Virginia in 1930 the 
bodies of several bear were 
found burned to death in 
Alleghany county and a re- 
port of*this made by game 
wardens. 

There are several game 
refuges established by the 
state in the Shenandoah 
National Forest, and quite 
large one in the western 
Augusta vicinitv. These 
asylums for wild life are 
marked with large metal 
signs, painted yellow with 
black lettering, setting 
forth the boundaries. Not 
long after these signs had 
been putup it was found 
that they had in many in- 
stances been torn down; 
and this was reported by 
the game warden to the 
board of county supervisors 
The warden was thereupon 
instructed to arrest the

The doors- to the big 
vaults, were all properly 
closed and the building-~was 
dedicated to ashes as the 
citizens of the county stood 
outside helpless and in con- 
The fighting 
fire squae of St. Charles 
was phoned for ina S.O0.S 
call. They came finally, 
but the building was al- 
most reduced to bare brick 
wall and smouldering coals. 
No water was applied. 

The cause of the fire is of 
course, not known.

__ Stay Dead! 


Virginia high schools 
asserted a claim to nation- 
al leadership two years ago 
when they abandoned 
many state championships 
in major sports. It was-a 
difficult step. to —take: 
championships. stimulate 
interest, intensify competi- 
tion, help to increase re- 
ceits But these things 
are irrelevant to the edu 
cational aims of athletics, 
and the view prevailed that 
sports programs should be 
free from any exploitation 
of youth. 

The first test of this pol- 
icy developed fast fall. 
An exceptional football 
team, denied championship 
ranking although its record 
would have brought that 
distinction in previous 
years, asked reconsidera- 
tion of the ruling. Buta 
committee of the state 
high school organization, 
canvassing every possible 


method of establishing 
championships, decided 
sportsmanship, academic 


accomplishment and _per- 
centage of pupil participa- 
tion could not be combined 
with the discarded factor 
of scores to set up state 
championships that would 
serve strictly educational 
purposes. Hence district 
championships only are to 
be recognized. 

Discussions of this policy 
and other activities of the 
Virginia High School Lea- 
gue at its annual council 
meeting, reported in leaflet 
form, will be sent free upon!

This was also true, albeit) 
toa lesser degree, while he| 
was seeking the election. 

Whether his retieence 
Was a necessary coneomit- 
ant of his political strategy 
of whether it was due to his 
own indicision is, of course, 
open to question. At any 
rate, the chapters in “Look- 
irg Forward” which dis- 
cusses subjects which are 
more or less innocuous are, 
in general, the earlier ones, 
while those which lash out 
against the men whom the 
author’s Cousin Theodore 
termed “malefactors of 
great we Ith”, are the later 
ones. 

Certainly it is difficult to 
see how and cover-to-cover 
reader of ‘Looking For- 
ward” can feel otherwise 
than that Mr. Roosevelt is 
a liberal with the courage 
of his convictions. If a 
year ago he seemed to be 
temporizing with Tam- 
many’s miraculous tin box-/ 
es and exhibiting a measure 
of indicision in other direc- 
tions, he has emerged in re-| 
cent months as a man of| 
substance, bravery and in- 
ty. 

This is particularly evi- 
dent ip the chapters of this 
book which have to do with 
such questions as water 
power, the tariff, holding 
companies, and banking 
und speculation. To read 
these is to realixe that the 
President is determined, in 
so far as it lies in his power, 
to prevent the exploitatio: 
of the public by the great 
finaneial interests which 
have done so mnch to bring 
the depression. Of 
course the seemingly end-

taxation, agriculture, the 


crime and criminals, and 
international relations. 
The most conspicuous 
omission is prohibition, but 
since Mr. Roosevelt's views 
on this subject have been 
expressed on numedous oc- 
casions, little would have 
been gained by a repetition 
of them. 

A reading of “Looking 
Forward” makes it evident 
that “rugged individual- 
ism”, that sacred cow of 
the Coolidge and Hoover 
administrations, has been 
thrown oxerboard by their 
successor in the White 
House. The author states 
in his excellent chapter on 
“Banking and Speculation” 
that he does not believe 
that in the name of indi- 
vidualism “a few powerful 
interests should be permit- 
ted to make industrial can 
non-fodder of the lives of 
half of the population of 
the United States”. The 
course he has followed since 
his inauguration leads one 
to the view that he is put- 
ting his faith into practice. 

In addition to the fact 
that Mr. Roosevelt’s book 
is interesting by virtue of 
its important subject mat- 
ter, it is arresting from the 
standpoint of style. The 
present occupant of the 
White House is the first 
since Woodrow Wilson who 
has exhibited any marked 
proficiency in the handling 
of the English” language. 
There is nothing in ‘‘Look- 
ing Forward” of the dull 
truisms of Harding, the 


Coolidge, or the pedestrian 
banalities of Hoover. Its 
author has ideas and he 
knows how to express them. 
If the book yields nothing 
that is startlingly new to 
those who have followed 
Mr. Roosevelt’s career 
closely in recent years, it is 
the best available hand- 
book for those who desire 
a compedium of his views 
on many of the most press- 
ing questions of the hour, 
These books may be bor- 
rowed from the Extension

The State Auditor re 
ports shortages of over a 
million dollars in the ac- 
counts of fifty county offi- 
cials during a singlé year, 
and bluntly states that 
most of the shortages were 
due to misapporiation of 
funds. As one remedy he 
proposed a local govern- 
ment commission set up by 
the commonwealth to exer- 
cise sone supervision over 
county affairs. 

In what has become a 
nation-wide movement for 
governmental reform, Vir- 
ginia voters have the ad- 
vantage of law which give 
them complete power over 
the form of local govern- 
ment. Already Albemarle 
county by a two to-one 
vote has adopted the 
county executive form, and 
Princess Anne county votes 
on the change on June 29. 

In Northampton and 
Henrico petitions signed 
by the required ten per 
cent of the voters will en- 
able the courts to call spec- 
ial elections. 

In Orange, Louisa, Fiu- 
vanna, Rappahannock 
group of citizens are taking 
the first step toward or- 
ganizing to effect reforms.

cream must be so handled 
and stored that the result- 
ing dairy products will 
of the high quality now 
demanded in all markets. 
Cream is perhaps more 
susceptible to quality de- 
fects than any othes com- 
modity produced on the 
farm. In the first place, 
cream is a highly perish- 
able.product and; in the 
second place, it must fre- 
quently be held in storage 
either on the farm or in 


to butter or ice cream 
These conditons, plus the 
fact that cream has a nat- 
ural tendency to absorb 
foreign odors and flavors 
that become greatly inten- 
sified in the manufactured 
butter, makes it exceeding- 
ly important that the 
cream be handled properly 
on the farm, in transit to 
creamery, and in the 
creamery. It is an old 
adage that “‘A good butter 
maker counts for nought 
when his cream is not as 
good as he thought.” 
Cream should always be 
cooled immediately after 
separation. On the farm 
at least two cans are neces- 
sary for handeling {cream 
properly; one to be used as 
areceiving can; tbe other 
as a holding can. The 
warm, fresh cream from 
each milking should be 
kept in the receiving can 
until cooled to the tempera- 
ture as that in the holding 
can, then the cream in the 
receiving can may be added 
to the collection in the 
holding can, mixed thor- 
oughly, and held for deliy- 
ery to the creamery. 
Experience has demon- 
atrated that to pour fresL, 
warm cream into the hold- 
ing can containing several 
days accumulation of 
cream usually léads- to 
trouble. Each addition 
of new, warm cream raises 
the temperature so that 
bacteria normally found 
“in cream multiply rapidly 
causing the cream to 
deteriorate rppidly.

farm. Poor cream cooling 
and holding facilities are 
very largely responsible for 
the small cream checks 
many producers receive for 
their product. Some dairy- 
men, however, are effective- 
ly meeting these conditions 
without much money out- 
lay. 

Any farmer can make a 
good cream cooling and 
holding plant. About all 
that is required isa strong 
water-tight barrel, two well 
constructed cream cans, a 
screened, open-front, shed- 
like structure to protect the 
barrel from the sun, and 
free access to plenty of 
cold water. 

In building such a cream 


barrel large enough to hold 
two cream cans is sunk one- 
half its depth in the ground 
near enough to the farm 
well or a cold spring so that 
cola water may be pumped 
frequently into the barrel. 
The water from the well 
should be discharged from 
a pipe near the bottom of 
the barrel. Entering at 
top of the barrel, the inflow 





rel, toallow the water to be 
discharged near the bot- 
tom of the barrel. 

The overflow from the 
barrel should be several 
inches higher than the cans, 
so that the cans may be set

Institute Speaker 
Says That Bank Failures _

ures, Dr. Harold Stonier, National 
Educational Director of the Ameri- 
can Bankers Association, declared 
im & recent address here before the 
American Fhstitute of Banking. 
“It is true that we have had more 
failures in our banks than in the 
banks of 2 number of other coun- 
tries," he said. “It is also true that 


‘De said that we still have left after 
all our failures, more drug stores, 
more grocery stores, more raliroads, 
and more benks than any other 
country.” 

People do not realize, he said, that 
we bave in excess of 108 banks 
which have been in existence over & 
century and we have more than 
2,000 banks which have been in 
existence over 50 years. 

“In other words, we have more 
Danks over 100 years of age than 
any other country—we have more 

yanks over 60 years of age than any 
country in the world,” he declared. 
“The American banking system has 
not fallen down—tt is not in danger 
of decay. Such failures as it has ex- 
Derlenced are due to the price we 
pay for too rapid development of 
business enterprises, but that is the 
American spirit” 


U.S. GOVERNMENT 
GREATEST BANKER 


Rans Fifty-two Financing In- 
stitutions With Investment 
of Two Billion Dollars— 
Thirty-nine Agricultural 
AMERiCa's biggest banker today 
is the Federal Government 
Which is now operating fifty-two 
financing institutions, says Pro- 
fessor John Hanna of Columbia Uni- 
versity in the American Bankers As- 
sociation Journal. 

“Forty of these are owned entirely 
by the Government,” he says. “In 
twelve more the Government has al- 
ready a two-thirds interest, Thirty- 
seven are intended to be permanent. 
Twenty-five of the permanent ones 
and fourteen of the temporary ones 
are agricultural, 

“The capital stock held by the 
United States in these banks has a 
par value of $1,380,000,000. The Gov- 
@rnment's total investment is near- 
1y $2,000,000,000. Resources of these 
institutions exceed $3,000,000,000, In 
Addition the Government has de 
talled supervision over fifty-one 
mortgage banks, operating under 
Federal charter. 

“The Government also supervises 
4,600 local agricultural loan associa- 
tions with Federal charters. All this 
takes no account of the relations of 
‘the Government to the twelve Fed- 
‘@ral Reserve banks, nor of the au- 
thority recently given to the Recon- 
struction Finance Corporation to 
buy preferred stock in national and 
state commercial banks.” 

‘Consolidation Called For 

The President has ordered the 
consolidation of the agricultural 
credit agencies into the new Farm 
Credit Administration, says Pro- 
fessor Hanna He expresses the 
opinion that before the consolida- 





tion of the agricultural financing 
agencies too much machinery had 
been created to administer the 
financing institutions which the 
Government either owns or super- 
vises. 

“Existing institutions represent a 
considerable differentiation of func- 
tion and any consolidation should 
be preceded by a careful survey of 
the actual activities of the various 
institutions,” he continues. “The 
only consolidation the Administra- 

bas announced is that of the 
agricultural credit agencies in the 
Farm Credit Administration. As a 
permanent solution this arrange 
ment is too closely bound up with 
politice.”

The carryover of wheat 
in the United States, as of 
July 1, 1983, is estimated 
at 360 million bushels. 
This year’s short crop has 
been placed at about 500 
million bushels, giving a 
total of about 860 million 
as the supply‘for the com- 
ing year. Disappearance, 
or consumption for ‘the 
year, including domestic 
uses, seed, and possible ex- 
ports, is figured at about 
660 million bushels. This 
would leave a margin or 
carryover for next summer 
of aronnd 200 million bush- 
els, figured conservatively. 
An average crop next 
year, on the basis of nor- 
mal seeded acreage, would 
run about 845 million bush- 
els, giving a total supply of 
a billion bushels or more. 
This would mean an im-

Tennessee Valley 
Authority 


The Tennessee Valley 
Authority is arranging to 
transfer the remains of ear- 


area to be flooded by the 
great Norris Dam at Cove 
Creek, near Knoxville. 
Contained in 92 cemeteries 
in the region to be inunda- 
ted are 4,269 historic gra- 
ves. Some of these old 
cemeteries date from the 
days our hardy forefathers 
first pushed westward a- 
crossthe Alleghenies. Bur- 
ied here many soldiers of 
the Revolution, including 
some heroes who fought in 
the notable engagement at 
King’s Mountain, also re- 
latives of Daniel Boone, 
Davy Crocket, John Sevier, 
Sam Houston, Andrew 
Johnson and others whose 
names figures on history’s 


Pages. 

The village of Loyston, 
Tennessee, and a portion 
of the famous Daniel Boone 
Trail will be obliterated by 
the reservoir which will 
covey nearly 55,000 acres 
with a maximum storage of 
3,200,000. acre feet. Lo- 
cated within the basins of 
the Clinch and Powell 
rivers, tributaries of the 
Tennessee river, an arti- 
fical lake will be created in 
Anderson, Union, Grainger, 
Claiborne and Campbell 
counties that will extend 
up the Clinch river 45 miles 
by airline from the Norris 
Dam, and 25 miles up the 
Powell river. This reser- 
voir, 1,050 feet above sea 
level, will have an area of 
nearly 83 square miles and 
a normol shore line of 800 
miles. 

The Authority will have 
the cooperation of patriotic

Preliminary surveys for 
the construction of the 
General Joe Wheeler Dam 
has been completed by the 
Tennessee Valley Author- 
ity and a small construc- 
tion camp will be erected 
on the site, announces 
Chairman Arthur E. Mor- 
gan. 

The site of the Wheeler 
Dam, sometimes referred 
to as Dam No. 3, is about 
15} miles up the Tennessee 
River from Wilson Dam at 
Muscle Shoals, Alabama. 
The Wheeler Dam will be 
approximately 50 feet high 
and 6,000 feet, more thana 
mile in length. Norris 
Dam, already under con- 
struction on the Clinch 
River near Knoxviile, will 
be about 236 feet high and 
2,000 feet long.

Lynch — Hundreds of 
Lynch citizens watched a 
spinning, careening air- 
plane hurlad into the dense- 
ly timbered mountainside 
above the Main Store, Sat- 
urday, October 14.

cal-to-kill animals on the 
farm. 

“Pork of course is the 
meat that lends itself best 
to curing and canning pur- 
poses. Hams, shoulders 
and sides may be cured 
and the remainder used 
fresh or canned. The lat- 
ter method cf preserving 
should not. be overlooked 
for to often farmers have 
more fresh pork at killing 
time than they can use to 
advantage and too little 
meat later in the year. In 
addition to having an ade- 
quate supply of cured pro- 
ducts for home use, many 
farmers use them in part 
payment for farm labor 
and others sell them. 
Hams in particular find a 
ready sale once a reputation 
for quality is establ’shed. 

“While pork is most 
satisfactory for farm use 
beef, veal, mutton or lamb 
may be used fresh or can- 
ned to-add variety to the 
meat supply. All animals 
should be well finished for 
this purpose. There is no 
method of preservation 
that will make well flavor- 
ed and attractive meat 
from a low grade carcass. 

“In order to encourage 
farm slaughter and assist 
in the better utilization of 
meat on the farm,. county 
farm and home. agents, 
with the assistance ‘of ani- 
mal husbandry and ‘home 
economics speeialists - of 
the excension division, have 
already -plannéd _démon- 
stralions in ten Virginia 
counties. Since pork is 
more widely used than 
other meats, some of the 
better methods of cutting 
and canning it will be em- 
phasized. Demonstrations

Ewing — Hubert Baily, 
agricultural student Ewing 
High School, grew forty 
six bushels Irish Cobbler 
potatoes and sixty bushel 
string beans from one- 
fourth acre. The total 
cost of producing and 
marketing these crops was 
$26 82 and thé total re- 
ceipts were $91.00 leaving 
a net profit of $64.18 or a 
labor income of forty-five 
cents per hour. A regular 
potato fertilizer was used 
at the rate of 800 pounds 
per acre. The potatoes 
were treated for scab by 
using formaldehyde, one 
pint to thirty gallons of 
water and soaking the un- 
cut seed for one and one- 
half hours. The potatoes 
were graded aud sold as 
U.S. No. one, to the Har- 
lan Fruit Company, Mid-

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RULES OF FAIR PRACTICE 


For Banks of Southwest Virginia Regional 
Clearing House Association 


It is apparent that a large number of the patrons of the banks of Southwest Virginia do not understand 
the regulations recently adopted by the banks as a part of the National organization. 


Under the NRA code for the bankers of the United States it is necessary that all banks comply with the 
provisions as set forth in the bankers’ code and approved by President Roosevelt. 


Quite a few of the regulations are hard to understand by the public. It is mandatory, however, that no 
bank carry an account that results in a loss to the bank or atthe expense of other customers, THAT 
IS A FAIR PRACTICE, 


The following regulations will be effective as of January 1, 1934: 

Banking hours—a maximum of 36 hours per week. 

Checks returned on account of “Insufficient Funds”"—charge of 25c each. af 
Colle@ion of notes, drafts, and coupons—minimum of I 5c plus postage on all out of town collections’ B 
Miuimum discount charge on all notes—$1.00. 

Charge made for cashing all out of town checks except Government Relief Fund checks. 
Issuing cashiers’ checks—minimum charge of 10c with charge of 1-10 of 1¢ over $100.00. 


. The maximum rate of interest to be 34 on all Savings Accounts and all certificates of deposits as per 
Federal Reserve regulations. 


8. On accounts under $50.00 average daily balance will be allowed 5 debits items for each month. If the 
number exceeds 5 there will be a charge of 50c plus 3c for each additional debit item above 5. 


9. All accounts between $50.00 and $100.00 daily balance will be allowed 5 debit items each month. If 
ro the number exceeds 5 there will be a charge of 3c each for excess items. There will be no 50c charge. 


10. All accounts between $100.00 and $200.00 the average daily balance will be allowed 10 debit items 
with a charge of 3c for each excess item. 


11. Number of debit items allowed increase by 10 for each $100.00 increase in the average daily balance. 
12. Safe deposit boxes minimum rental of $2.00 per year plus federal tax. ;

Of Rain 


Amid a down pour..of 
rain, firemen, town Council- 
men, Merchants and all 
comers alike took part in 
one of the worst fires to 
halt that has taken placs 
here in several years Mon- 
day night about thirty 
minutes after Christmas 
which was brought to a 
halt about three o’clock in 
the morning. ‘The tremen- 
dous flames gutted the 
whole enterior of the two 
story frame building which 
was occupied down stairs 
by Hall and Myers billard 
hall and barber shop and 
in the right wing by Clar- 
ence Taylors Cafe.

though a fear of doubt led

Very remarkable work 
was rendered by a number 
of the local firemen, many
